ROCHESTER, N. Y., Sept. 28.—In a 
keynote speech before the National 
Association of Retail Clothiers, in ses- 
sion in this city, Sam Berger, San 
Francisco merchant and president ot 
the California Association of Retail 
Clothiers, today declared that the 
present retail prices of clothes are as 
low as any reail dealer dare make 
them and exist in the business. Ber- 
ger further said that if. low prices 
are to obtain, the retailer cannot 
be called upon to make further sac- 
rifices. High lights in Berger’s speech 
were: 


That abnormal waste and unnatural 
costs still exist at the source of pro- 
duction. A council, consisting of rep- 
resentatives f the retail and 
manufacturing clothiers and execu- 
tives of the woolen mills, should be 
appointed to investigate every phase 
of the industry,an d eliminate wher- 
ever possible, every factor that 
makes for undue costs in the pro- 
duction of men’s clothing. 

Berger, whom the ccavention hon: 
ored by electing him a member of its 
National Executive board, continued: 

It is claimed that retail prices 
in many sections are still too high 
for the consumer to buy readily 
and freely. The retailer, being the 
point of contact with the consumer, 
has ‘had to bear the brunt of the 
blame. This should not be laid 
at thé door of the retailer, whose 
prices are predicated on costs over 
which he has no control, and whose 
prices are further regulated by in- 
tensive competition.
